Other Way .Around 
Some things about the care of our 
cars seem to be a little too simple 
for general consumption. One th a t 
! is slowly taking root in the enven- 
tor's trick of reversing things or pro­ 
cedures. Perfect instance is use of 
gum and sludge removers in the e n ­ 
gine. The usual procedure Is to add 
the solvent to a fresh batch of 
motor oil whereas the .smarter caper 
is to add it to the old oil about 50 
miles before draining the crankcase. 
In the former way the sludge goes 
into the oil and stays there for the 
thousand-m ile 
period, 
Instead 
of 
being drained off. 
T hen there are the few sm art peo­ 
ple who dust off the car before it 
rains. Most owners figure th at the 
rain will wash off the dirt. This 
doesn't happen unless It Is a good 
downpour. Most rain on a dusty car 
Just leaves a m ess. 
Cools Via the Heat 
One reason poppet valves In your 
car's engine have no easy road to 
cooling Is because most of their heat 
transfer occurs when they contact 
their seat. If they should stick a 
little, and hang up in the heat zone, 
they are ripe for warpage but often 
come through the ordeal unscathed. 
Some of the cooling is by way of 
their stems, cither to the guides or 
to the tappets. These are poor routes 
because 
they are interrupted 
by 
lubricants and clearances. So Im­ 
portant Is good sealing to proper 
cooling many engines are fitted with 
a special tube In the block to carry 
w ater directly to the valve seat 
areas. W here such tubes are used 
every effort should be made to check 
rusting, for replacement Isn t easy. 
Lowdown on “Bottoming** 
Just for the record the term ' bot­ 
toming " means having the springs 
collapse so that the axle or other 
parts strike the frame. This may 
indicate weak springs or ineffective 
shock absorbers, or both. It is quite 
apt to happen to the front end 
where fairly soft coils are used in 
an effort to get an easier ride. This 
trouble will not be so prevalent from 
here on because the newest shock 
absorbers have valving w’hich con­ 
trols the springs' compression so 
th a t while there is an easier ride 
over moderately uneven road sur­ 
faces the action stiffens up for 
rough roads where bottoming might 
otherwise be expected. 
Mechanic Joe Speaking: 
“There would be better running 
cars in my humble opinion if more 
car owners would take a ride on 
the back seat, letting a friend or a 
mechanic take the wheel. 
One of my customers did not be­ 
lieve th at the front-end of his car 
needed an adjustm ent to check w an­ 
dering. He .said he did not notice 
any such condition and politely ac­ 
cused me of trying to sell him a re­ 
pair Job. But when riding in the rear 
of the car he soon realized th at the 
car was not keeping to an even 
keel. 
“Another customer happened to 
ride in the rear when a friend took 
the wheel on a long trip It was then 
that he discovered th at the exhaust 
made a most unpleasant drum m ing j 
sound. We checked this later with a 
motor tune-up ’’ 
Keep That Power 
W ith so much emphasis on “hop­ 
ping up" stock engines rn an effort 
to get more power from them the 
tendency is to forget the advantages 
in trying to keep the power th a t was 
originally built into the car. In a 
test the average engine falls far 
short of delivering the output it was 
intended to give. All this is a sad 
reflection on the owners. Not only 
is there too little attention to tune­ 
up and use of the best grades of gas 
and oil, but there Is a marked ten­ 
dency to misuse engines. Chief error 
is not letting the engine warm up 
before putting it to work Almost as 
damaging to m otor efficiency is an 
excess of short runs with a cold 
motor. 
Gone With The Wind 
It will never be im portant enough 
to require a congressional inquiry, 
but I’m wondering why it is that no 
American car .starting with the let­ 
ters “U" or "Z” have weathered the | 
storm of competition. In the first 
group we rem ember the Union, U ni­ 
versal, Unwin, U. S Motor Vehicle,! 
Ultimate, United, Upton and Univer­ 
sity. Among the latter we find the 
Zip, Zent, Zephyr, Zentmobile and 
Zimmerman. Another dud was the 
letter "Q.” Here we remember the 
Quick, Queen and Quinlan. Keep 
this in mind if you are planning a I 
new car. 
Through A Clean Windshield 
M otorists who do not as yet ase i 
windshield washers of the automatic j 
type often wonder what happens to 
the water in the reservoir in cold ! 
weather. The solution here is to add 
a mild an ti-freeze in the form of a 1 
small am ount of alcohol. It is best 
to use a regular product for thus pur­ 
pose. The latest is the kind that can j 
also be used as a bug remover, even 
on the car's finish. Added to the 
w ater in the reservoir it prevents 
freezing 
The reason use of such 
solvents does not injure the finish 


around the cowl is th at there Is so 
much rain w ater to wash off the 
surface. W hen used to remove bugs 
or tree sap on the car's dry finish be 
sure to wipe off well with cold water. 
Time For The Frills 
Som ething th a t will pay dividends 
is to spend an afternoon going over 
some of the parts of the car which 
you normally skip over when clean- I 
ing or polishing it. Take some new 
views of it by looking at it from 
fresh angles. Spend a little time on 
those things you ordinarily m ust I 
overlook. I refer to edges of the ' 
fenders, under parts of the chrome ! 
grille work, some of the car’s equip- , 
m ent such as its m irrors, special 
lamps, radio 
antenna or 
license 
plates. You will find that the door 1 
fram es can stand cleaning. W hen 
you lift the hood there will be m any 
eyesores which will yield to a little 
cleaning or touching up with black 
enam el It will be a few hours very 
well spent. 
Getting Back Into Gear 
W ith so m any older cars afflicted 
with the habit of Jumping out of 
gear going downhill owners of auto­ 
m atics will pardon us a moment 
while we remind our listeners th at 
it still is im portant to know how to 
shift back into second or high with 
the car rolling along downhill d e­ 
pending on its brakes The trick is to 
speed up the m otor and then shift 
to 
second 
with 
a 
synchro-m esh 
transmission, but it helps. 
What’s Your Trouble? 
Q I And th a t the engine of my 
car doesn’t 
hold 
power when 
I 
really put it to w’ork on the road. It 
is equipped with a supercharger of 
the gear type. H L. M. 
A. Better check the housing of 
the supercharger. It may be cracked. 
Q. My car has developed a low- 
speed 
shimmy 
which 
is 
most 
troublesome because we can’t find 
anything wrong with wheel balance 
alignm ent or the steering system It­ 
self. J. McB. 
A. In a case like this better con­ 
sider the possibility of a sprung 
fram e 
Q. The propeller shaft of my car 
is vibrating, yet when we check it 
we find there is no excessive play. 
The universals apparently are not 
worn enough to encourage the shaft 
to whip. L. F. G. 
A. But if the Joints are in need 
of lubricant they will have this 
effect. Dry universals cause a lot of 
shaft vibration. 
Q. W hat would cause the clutch 
of my car to squeak? This has been 
going on for some time At f~st I 
figured it was due to the weather, 
but it is just as annoying now th at 
we have colder days. You have 
helped me before. H R F 
A Always glad to get a report on 
previous efforts to iron out car 
wrinkles. My idea of your newest 
trouble is th a t there is not enough 
pedal-to-floor clearance 
I assume 
you've checked 
other possibilities 
such as a worn pilot bearing, a bent 
clutch shaft, trouble with the re ­ 
lease bearing and th a t old standby— 
m isalignm ent between the engine, 
clutch and gearbox 
Q Every tim e I try' to slow down 
my car pulls to one aide. They have 
checked to m ake sure there Is no 
grease or brake fluid on one of the 
brakes. Several efforts have been 
made to obtain better adjustm ent of 
the brakes The lining is fairly new. 
Wm. L H 
A I think you will find th at one 
of the brake shoes in the brake th at 
pulls isn t concentric with its drum. 
T hat is. the shoe doesn’t have a 
common center with its drum and 
thus cannot make smooth contact 
with it. The result is grabbing re­ 
gardless of adjustm ent. This shoe 
can be serviced or replaced
